Unsightly scar on the Vale landscape... 


DOZENS OF TYRES ARE 
DUMPED ON THE 
HISTORIC ROMAN ROAD 


I Report by TIM CHAPMAN 


THE historic Roman 
road, just outside 
Cowbridge, has suf¬ 
fered a particularly 
bad example of flytip¬ 
ping - dozens of 
dumped tyres were left 
there late last week. 

It appears people drove 
along the track in the 
hours of darkness and 
unloaded them from a van 
or truck - a pair of green 
industrial gloves were left 
nearby. 

For the regular dog 
walkers, the unsightly 
scene came as a shock. 

Mr David Thomas, 
who often takes his dogs 
Kelly and Tess for an 
early morning stroU, told 
The GEM; “I was walking 
the dogs at about 8.30am 
last Thursday, when I 
came across the piles of 
tyres. 

“It was difficult to 
believe that someone 
could act so irresponsibly 
and have such a lack of 
consideration for the 
countryside. They were 
blocking the top of the 
Roman road.” 

In a second rather more 
bizarre incident, someone 
dumped a pile of good 
quality clothes not far 
away. 

Mr Thomas explained: 
“I bumped into a woman 
up there on Monday, who 
said she had picked them 
up, and that they were in 
good condition and she 
was going to take them 
into the Red Cross shop in 
Cowbridge.” 

On this occasion, it 
appears that whoever did 
the tipping, carried it out 


on Monday morning 
because the woman told 
Mr Thomas the clothes 
were dry. Last year. The 
GEM highlighted how 
rubbish was being aban¬ 
doned by people on the 
other side of the A48 at 
Stalling Down. 

Mr Thomas said that 
unsightly rubbish is still 
strewn from time to time 
on the downs. 

In recent days, walkers 
have spotted old carpets, 
the remnants of a party, 
plastic bottles, discarded 
fast food cartons, and 
most disturbing of all, 
human faeces. 

Mr Thomas added: “It 
is disgusting, and at the 
same time very sad that 
people can’t look after the 
beautiful countryside. The 
police can’t be there every 
night, and perhaps it is 
time that there were boul¬ 
ders placed to prevent 
people driving on there 
and leaving rubbish.” 

Clifford Parish, the 
Vale’s operational manag¬ 
er for waste management 
and cleansing, warned 
that the penalties for fly¬ 
tipping were severe. 

“The illegal deposit of 
any waste is an antisocial 
environmental crime 
which is punishable by 
prosecution. The deliber¬ 
ate deposit of commercial 
waste, such as old tyres, 
where the crime is com¬ 
mitted for pure financial 
gain at anybody else’s 
cost, is organised criminal 
activity. 

''Illegal acts of this 


nature are very serious 
and ultimately carry the 
highest levels of penalty. 
These crimes can result in 
fines of up to £20,000 
and/or six months impris¬ 
onment. Fines are unlimit¬ 
ed if the case goes to the 
Crown Court, with up to 
two years imprisonment 
on conviction.” 

He also pointed out that 
flytippers could even for¬ 
feit their vehicles: “Where 
fly-tipping involves the 
use of a vehicle, as in this 
case, then the driver can 
also be prosecuted, 
together with the owner of 
the vehicle. 

The police also have 
the power to seize any 
vehicles used to fly-tip. 

“This type of crime is 
becoming only too com¬ 
mon now that tyres cannot 
be taken to landfill and 
require expensive treat¬ 
ment facilities for dispos¬ 
al. The cost to address this 
sort of incident can result 
in the public paying thou¬ 
sands of pounds to clear 
up after criminals.

information that could 
lead to finding whoever is 
guilty of tipping these 
tyres, then the council’s 
waste management and 
cleansing enforcement 
officers would be very 
pleased to hear from them. 

"They can be contacted

Elytipping can also 
result from unsuspecting 
members of the public 
having rubbish picked up 
by strangers and The 
Country Land and 
Business Association 
(CLA) has called on peo¬ 
ple to be wary of cheap 
offers of waste disposal. 

CLA Wales chairman, 
John Homfray, who farms 
near Cowbridge, said: 
“Householders or builders 
with waste to dispose of 
can be tempted by people 
offering to do the job for 
cash in hand. 

“These cowboys often 
take the waste and illegal¬ 
ly dump it on private land, 
rather than disposing of it 
legally.

that an "ambiguity” in 
the initial correspondence 
could lead voters into 
believing that they do not 
need to sign a statement 
which should accompany 
that vote. 

However, any votes 
without that signed state¬ 
ment will be null and void. 

The council issued a 
statement which said: “It 
is acknowledged that, 
within the postal voting 
papers, there is a state¬ 
ment relating to a 
required signature which 
could lead to some confu¬ 
sion. 

“Following consulta¬ 
tion with the Electoral 
Commission, the Acting 
Returning Officer will, as 
a means of clarification, 
be reissuing the postal 
voting statement for com¬ 
pletion and return. 

“This amended state¬ 
ment will be delivered by 
Royal Mail on Wednesday 
arid Thursday this week. ” 

The second delivery 
will not contain new vot¬ 
ing forms, just the state¬ 
ment which requires a sig¬ 
nature. 

The council spokes¬ 
woman added:

Council sends out a 
postal vote clarifier 


Cowbridge beauty therapist 
to trek Himalayas for Ria (14) 
- the bravest of the brave 


A COWBRIDGE beauty therapist is to 
tackle the Himalayas on a charity trek, in 
memory of a 14-year-old family friend who 
died of cancer last year. 

Joannne Woolaghan (34) who works at 
Beautywithin Medi Spa, cheerfully admits she is 
hardly the best candidate for such a challenge, con¬ 
fessing that up until now “I haven’t even had a pair of 
walking boots!” 

Her aim is to raise a minimum of £2,200 for the 
children’s cancer charity CLICSargent. 

She explained: “I want to raise funds in memory of 
Ria Helsdon, the daughter of my friend Heather, who 
died at the age of 14 in March last year. 

“Ria was originally diagnosed with cancer in 2006 
and despite everything she faced, she never com¬ 
plained - ever. 

“When I suggested doing this. Heather gave me her 
blessing. CLICSargent seemed an appropriate charity 
to support because it cares for children and young 
people who have been diagnosed with cancer.” 

Ria, who lived in Great Yarmouth, Joanne’s home 
town, illustrated her courage in a touching poem she 
wrote about dying at such a young age: 

My stories yet unwritten 
My life songs yet been sung 
My heart has not been taken 
My love has not been won 

I have not discovered magic 
or travelled wide and far 
But I will be eternal from the very start. 

Joanne, who has lived in St Athan for five years, 
said: “This is going to be a big challenge for me, 
because I’ve never trekked before. People are

shocked that I’m doing it. 

“In the past, I have had back and foot problems, 
so I must be stupid, but brave! The important thing is 
that Ria, who fought a heroic four-year battle with 
cancer, is inspiring me. 

“The trek will last five and a half days, up steep 
inclines and down rocky descents, and in the evening 
I’ll have to share a two-person tent with a stranger. 

“I normally like hotels and wouldn’t even go 
camping! I certainly don’t like bugs, insects, or 
snakes.” 

But what is sustaining Joanne is the thought of 
raising valuable funds for a worthwhile cause. 

“I’m hoping that people will back me by pledging 
donations to www.virginmoneygiving.com/joanne 
woolaghan.” 

Joanne’s initial target is £2,200, but she hopes to 
raise even more later in the year, by holding a chari¬ 
ty ball at the Bear Hotel in Cowbridge.

“Fly-tipping is a major prob¬ 
lem for farmers and land man¬ 
agers all year round but the 
May Bank Holidays have been 
traditionally particularly bad. 

He added: “The owners of the 
land where waste is dumped 
have to remove it themselves, 
often at considerable cost. 

“If this isn’t done quickly, 
more fly-tipping often takes 
place and the pile grows and 
grows. We are asking everyone 


with waste to dispose of it prop¬ 
erly and legally. Many landown¬ 
ers are afraid of reporting fly¬ 
tipping incidents for fear of 
being fined or incurring heavy 
costs when they have done 
absolutely nothing wrong. 

“There is an urgent need for a 
review of the ways in which 
landowners are able to recycle 
materials dumped on their prop¬ 
erty.” 

The CLA has launched a 
three-point plan, calling for the 


government to ensure local 
authorities accept fly-tipped 
waste at local tips easily and 
without charge to landowners, 
to stop prosecuting landowners 
who have waste materials 
dumped on their land and have 
to foot the bill for removing it, 
and create a framework for local 
authorities to work with police 
forces and other bodies on a 
zero-tolerance approach to the 
perpetrators of environmental 
crimes.

VALE MAN IS JAILED FOR 
DEALING IN COCAINE 


A Vale man has been jailed 
for four and a half years at 
Cardiff Crown Court for 
dealing in a Class A drug, 
cocaine. 

The court heard that when police 
searched the Penarth home of Justin 
Miller (34), they found cocaine with 
a street value of £1,900. 

He later told officers that he was 
acting as a custodian for the majori¬ 
ty of it. 

He told the court that he obtained 
cocaine from a man in Penarth who 
asked him to act as custodian for a 
large amount, and also for a set of 
digital scales. 

Miller admitted possessing the 
dmg with intent to supply but on the 
basis of being a custodian. 

However, Judge Paul Thomas 
said his explanation was “implausi¬ 
ble”.

He said Miller had been caught 
red-handed and was a commercial 
cocaine dealer. 

Prosecutor John Lloyd said 
police discovered the cocaine, most 
of which was in a wardrobe and in 
42 wraps, when they searched his 
home on November 17. 

He said to the police “I am hold¬ 
ing it for someone.” 

The court heard he had served 18 
months for dealing in Class B drugs. 

M il ler told the court: “I was not a 
dealer and I was just holding the 
cocaine.” 

He said he took it at the time 
because he was unwell and was “not 
thinking straight”. 

He said he was offered a small 
amount of the cocaine to feed his 


own addiction, and was told by the 
supplier that the £800 he owed him 
for drugs would be reduced. 

He said that at the time he was 
desperate. 

The court heard that he had been 
due to go with his family on holiday 
to Jamaica on May 2. 

His counsel Owen Williams said: 
“There was no evidence to suggest 
he was an active dealer. 

“There was no evidence of an 
extravagant lifestyle other than this 
holiday to Jamaica, which was 
being financed by his father.” 

Mr Williams pointed out that he 
had a debilitating illness which 
involves a reduced life expectancy. 

The judge told him: “You are a 
commercial dealer and the courts 
will always deal severely with those 
who supply Class A drugs commer¬ 
cially.”

'Site access is 
not counciUs 
responsibility’ 


M ay I, on 
behalf of 
the Vale 

Council, thank all 
residents continuing 
to use the household 
waste recycling cen¬ 
tre at Llandow, but 
apologise that the 
existing dreadful 
conditions of the 
industrial estate site 
access roads are 
making use of the 
site so difficult. 

While the council’s 
own highway mainte¬ 
nance division have 
aheady recognised the 
need to carry out repair 
works on the public 
highway outside the 
Llandow Industrial 
Estate site, the private 
access roads within the 
site are not the responsi¬ 
bility of the authority but 
the site owners. 

Regrettably, it is out¬ 
side the control of the 
council to force them to 
make the necessary 
repairs. 

I can assure residents 
that, since starting to 
receive complaints from 
residents in February 
2010,1 have been in reg¬ 
ular contact with the 
owner’s agents with 
responsibility for main¬ 
taining the estate’s 
access roads. 

However, despite 
assurances in February 
that the repair works 
would be carried out 


within the next few 
weeks, complaints in 
respect of the appalling 
and possibly potentially 
dangerous condition of 
the road surface are still 
being made and, as yet, 
nothing has been done to 
rectify the problem 

The latest communi¬ 
cation with the owner’s 
agents informed me that 
they propose relaying 
the existing roads with 
new concrete ones 
which, while providing 
an answer to the prob¬ 
lem, will result in con¬ 
siderable disruption to 
site use during the con¬ 
struction stage. 

This will be limited as 
much as possible by the 
re-opening of previously 
blocked off access roads 
at the rear estate road 
close to the HWRC on 
the estate. 

I would, therefore, ask 
our site users to try to 
continue to support our 
recycling and compost¬ 
ing services at the 
Llandow HWRC, even 
in these very difficult 
times. 

Having made a com¬ 
mitment to carry out the 
repairs to the roads in 
March, 2010,1 simply 
cannot believe that there 
will be any further delay 
in this work being 
addressed.

NEWS FROM PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB 


A journey through the 
past - with a computer 


PEOPLE have been putting in a lot of 
time to make family history research easi¬ 
er to do. 

Our guest speaker, Dr Diane Brook, took the 
members of Penarth Computer club through the 
methods of tackling a family project from start to 
finish. Except that there is never a finish, as there are 
always more avenues to explore and fascinating 
details to discover. 

The starting point is to talk to the family and write 
down the information and family legends for verifi¬ 
cation. Collect any information available from fami¬ 
ly papers such as saved letters, cards, diaries and 
wills. 

You might come across another family member 
who has already done some research into their 
branch of the family. Then there are the birth, mar¬ 
riage and death certificate registers and the national 
census. 

Many other sources include parish registers, 
newspapers, court proceedings, leases, pedigrees 
and monumental inscriptions. 

Dr Brook explained how the web had grown as a 
source (and still is). Census records can now be 
viewed on-line and more and more official archives 
are being digitised and made available. 

Various groups of enthusiasts have been transcrib¬ 
ing records into a form more suitable for putting on 
the web and the mass of information is growing all 
the time. Sometimes it is a bit patchy, but it is getting 
better. 

There followed a tour of the bes-known web sites 
and what they are capable of doing. 

Some are completely free to use and others 
require some payment - usually, but not always 
modest. They are named (with a web link) in the 
PowerPoint presentation that can be downloaded 
from our website at penarthcomputerclub.co.uk. 

Dr Brook gave a few tips on things that might 
work if your search seems to hit a buffer. A favourite 
is to check a census for those living near the person 
you are tracking. This often turns up other family 
members who still live close by as frequently fami¬ 
lies clustered in a small area of town. 

There are websites that can add colour to the bald 
information. Examples included language transla¬ 


tion and literary traditions. On such sites those with 
specialist knowledge happily and helpfully offer 
answers to questions. 

Somewhat strangely, the service records from the 
first world war appear to have survived after being 
declared lost; then found but declared burnt; then 
found to have been only a little burnt around the 
edges and now largely intact. One slide shows an 
example. 

Because record-keeping is a human activity, the 
records are not always perfect. It is possible that 
birth dates or places are incorrect. Several instances 
were given where, in the process of cross-checking 
sources, it was possible to make corrections to the 
official record. 

The process of making family history research 
easier is continuing. 

The next meeting will be on Tuesday April 27. It 
will be a forum on organising and backing-up files. 
Visitors and new members always welcome. Eor 
more information ring me on 029 20708439.

AM warns of 
‘silent summer’ 

SUMMER could turn silent, according to 
Plaid AM Chris Franks if the decline in 
wildlife and plant life continues. 

The AM called for action during Business 
Questions in the Senedd. 

The Plaid Cymru AM said: “A new report, ‘Silent 
Summer’, details a decline in wildlife and plants that 
makes grim reading. Earmland birds, brown hares, 
water voles and many butterflies are suffering sig¬ 
nificant decline. That is often due to new farming 
practices and habitat degradation. 

“However, there are also success stories: for 
example: red kites, otters and sea birds are all flour¬ 
ishing. However, at least half of the 220 bird species 
are of conservation concern. 

“These problems are due to human activities, and, 
therefore, the solution is also in our hands.”

November and 

December. 

“The residents were 
randomly sampled and 
quotas were used to 
ensure that the mix of 
respondents was repre¬ 
sentative of the Vale’s 
population.” 

The council commis¬ 
sions an independent 


public opinion survey 
every two years to find 
out residents’ opinion of 
its services. The results 
help inform service plan¬ 
ning and, in particular, 
the results help council 
departments pinpoint any 
problem areas. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, 
Leader of the council 
commented: “The survey 
findings are extremely 
positive and it’s reassur¬ 
ing to see that the major¬ 
ity of Vale residents are 
happy with the services 
we provide. 

“The council provides 
hundreds of services and 
comes into contact with 
thousands of customers. 
Of course, at times there 
can be problems and it is 
impossible for any coun¬ 
cil to please everyone all 
of the time.

92 per cent of respon¬ 
dents were satisfied with 
the overall service pro¬ 
vided by the council - 
compared to 90 per cent 
two years ago.

93 per cent two years 
ago. 

There has been a fall 
in the percentage of 
respondents saying that 
the Vale is a safe place to 
live at 81 per cent, down 
from 86 per cent two 
years ago. The survey 
offered insights such as 
the 43 per cent of respon¬ 
dents who never use pub¬ 
lic transport. 

Satisfaction with 
waste management and 
cleansing overall was 94 
per cent (compared with 
95 per cent in 2007). 
Satisfaction with high¬ 
ways is still high at 93 
per cent, but down from 
97 per cent.

Council’s free checks to 
rectify electrical faults

It is essential to 
check your electrical 
items for signs of wear or 
damage and replace 
when appropriate. This 
survey has made the resi¬ 
dents of the sheltered 
housing schemes safer in 
their homes.”

Living Together 
Agreements allow separating couples to 
move on as swiftly and smoothly as possible. 
We’re not married - 
am I entitled to anything? 

The short answer is, unless you have 
invested financially or made provision in a 
Living Together Agreement, generally no. 
The common law spouse is a myth, regard¬ 
less of how long you and your partner have 
lived together. 

Normally the most significant asset is the 
house. The starting point is always to con¬ 
sider whose names are on the deeds to the 
property. There are some circumstances 
which may allow you to claim an interest in 
your former partner’s home but this is a

What if I die? 

Even if you and your partner have lived 
together for years, if you die without having 
made a will your property will be more 
likely to be inherited by your parents or 
siblings than by your partner, unless there is 
a court battle.

C OWBRIDGE Fire Station 
is holding an ‘Open Day’ 
on Saturday, May 8, from 
10am to 4pm. 

The station will be giving the public the chance 
to learn about the many services which it offers, 
and giving prospective firefighters, interested in 
joining the new retained duty system, an 
idea of what is involved. 

The station is managed by Simon 
Brown, who has worked for 1 
South Wales Fire and Rescue ^ 

Service for 18 years, and each [ 
year the crews answer around 
300 emergency calls. 

Emergencies range from 
grass and forestry fires, 
road traffic collisions, 
flooding, and chemical 
incidents, to building and 
house fires. 

There are currently 16 
firefighters working on the 
retained duty system (RDS), 
at Cowbridge Fire Station 
which means that firefighters 
living and working in the local 
area will respond to emergency 
incidents via an alerter. 

Some of the firefighters currently 
working under the retained duty system at 
Cowbridge include Dai Thomas, a carpenter, 
Lianne Carke, a student and athlete, Amanda 
Kinman, a beauty therapist, Owain Lewis, a sales 
and service manager at a bank in Cowbridge, Paul 
Hammlett, a community psychiatric nurse, Nigel 



James, a material handler for British Airways, 
and Charles Storey, a managing director. 

The Cowbridge community fire safety officer 
Paul Hemmings told The GEM that local people 
should be aware of the many services the station 
offers. 

“We provide people with free home safety 
checks and alarms. For people who are hard of 
hearing we can offer an alarm with a flashing 
light and a vibrating pad under the pil¬ 
low. 

“In domestic terms, one of our 
greatest worries is people using 
chip pans which should be 
replaced by deep fat fryers. 

“During a home visit we 
go through kitchen safety, 
electrical safety, the dangers 
of smoking, candles and 
open fires, and advice in 
terms of a night time 
checking routine and 
escape plans. 

“Another thing we stress 
is the importance of keeping 
an eye out for elderly or 
vulnerable neighbours.” 

Paul works with district 
nurses and local organisations, 
such as the Altzheimer’s group, to 
identify people who may need par¬ 
ticular safety advice. 

Another role that Cowbridge Fire Station 
take on is visiting local schools to advise pupils 
on the dangers of fire and road safety issues. 

The open day is a chance for people to learn 
more about how it operates, and firefighters are 
promising some drills to keep people entertained.

T he recent visit to Auschwitz 
Birkenau, organised by the 
Holocaust Educational Trust 
proved memorable and humbling. 

Hearing the testimony of an Auschwitz survivor, 
Zigi Schipper, before we travelled to Poland, was 
informative and thought-provoking even before the 
trip to Auschwitz -Birkenau. 

The entire experience reminded us of our obliga¬ 
tion to pass on the message of the truly inhumane 
extent of the Holocaust. 

Firstly, our visit to a pre-war Jewish cemetery 
gave us the relevant background information to the 
town of Oswiecim, illustrating the normality of life 
for Jews before World War II. 

There is not a single Jew living in the town 
now. 

Standing on the selection ramp at Auschwitz 
Birkenau left the matter even more incomprehensi¬ 
ble - the ramp for countless victims marked the 
stage where a senior SS officer decided whether 
each person was to be allowed to enter the barracks 
or simply face the gas chambers and a horrific end. 

In addition, we were given the opportunity to 
stand inside a gas chamber at the main camp at 
Auschwitz - the idea of being inside a chamber of 


death where so many perished proved sobering and 
emotional. 

Strangely, the Commandant of Auschwitz lived 
with his family in a villa which overlooked the site 
of this gas chamber. 

The vastness of the camp, coupled with the bit¬ 
ter cold (and snow) portrayed the hostile environ¬ 
ment that met Jews, and other supposed enemies of 
the Nazis, on entering the camp in cattle trucks 
along the railway line. 

The tour of Auschwitz and Auschwitz Birkenau 
also encompassed visiting roll call areas and the 
barracks, where inmates suffered cruel treatment 
and horrific conditions on a daily basis. 

A sermon, featuring traditional Jewish prayers, 
was made by Rabbi Barrie Marcus. It was poignant 
and memorable in commemorating the loss of so 
many. 

Candles were placed in the freezing cold night 
to remember those who died; this marked an end to 
an unforgettable experience. 

Far from what we expected, those looking for 
answers to any questions inevitably left with even 
more than they had come with.

V ISITING 
Auschwitz 
can only be 
described as one of 
the most surreal 
experiences of our 
lives. 

From setting off at 
5.30am and boarding a 
plane alongside more 
than 150 students from 
across Wales, it was 
clear this was not an 
ordinary school trip. 

It’s difficult to vocal¬ 
ize how the day affected 
us as everyone felt it 
differently, and very 
personally. However, 
one common feeling ran 
throughout; “how could 


anyone have done this?” 

Even as we walked 
down the length of the 
infamous Birkenau rail¬ 
way tracks in the cold 
and snow, it was hard to 
comprehend how it 
must have felt for the 
countless people that 
were sent there. 

One phrase widely 
used is that ‘a picture is 
worth a thousand 
words’. This was dou¬ 
bly true in the flesh. 

Hearing facts and fig¬ 
ures about the 
Holocaust, even photo¬ 
graphs, cannot even 
begin to put it into per¬ 
spective. 

On the trip we began 
to appreciate each indi¬ 


vidual life that tragical¬ 
ly ended and see where 
it all happened. Being 
given that opportunity 
was worth so much 
more than any textbook. 

We have been asked 
to be ambassadors for 
the Holocaust, and to 
spread the messages we 
can learn from 
Auschwitz, by sharing 
what we had the oppor¬ 
tunity to see first hand 
with our schools, and 
local community. 

It is vital that the 
events of the Holocaust 
are never forgotten. 
Already in today’s 
world, shocking crimes 
against humanity are 
once again taking place. 


We must ensure that 
everyone, particularly 
young people, learns the 
significance of this hor¬ 
rifying incident. 

Perhaps then, this 
will be the generation 
that finally puts an end 
to genocide once and 
for all, and we are so 
privileged to have wit¬ 
nessed what comes of 
these horrors, and be a 
small part of bringing 
them to an end.

W E all stood in silence, 
gazing up at tbe words 
‘Arbeit Macbt Frei’ - 
‘Work will set you free’. 

The grey sky and snow added to the 
sombre mood of the day. I was one of 200 
pupils from all over Wales who had the 
opportunity to visit Oswiecim or, as the 
Germans called it, Auschwitz, in Poland 
as part of the ‘Lessons From Auschwitz’ 
programme, organised by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust. 

We were not there for a holiday, but to 
visit two second world war concentration 
camps, Auschwitz 1 and Auschwitz - 
Birkenau, where an estimated 1.2 million 
people lost their lives at the hands of the 
Nazis. 

The soaring watch towers and barbed 
wire that seemed to surround us made us 
feel as small as the Jews and other prison¬ 
ers would have felt. 

There were signs all over the place 
marking spots where various prisoners 


had been hung or shot, for nothing more 
than being different. 

We had an emotional visit inside a 
museum showing real human hair and 
shoes, taken from the prisoners when they 
arrived in the camp. 

Before we went in, we were told to 
imagine the thousands of different shoes 
that were left. None of us realised how 
many shoes there would be - and that each 
one would be different. 

There were even baby shoes and a 
smashed children’s doll that brought a lot 
of the group to tears. 

One of the most emotional things for 
me was walking through halls filled with 
hundreds of photographs of inmates, taken 
when they first arrived in the camp. 

Each of the men and women taken in 
these photos, with their bald heads and 
striped pyjamas, were slaughtered in 
Auschwitz. Whether they were gassed, 
hung or simply died of starvation - or one 
of the several diseases going around the 


camp - each of the photos showed normal 
people with normal lives before the war. 
Some photos had flowers hung on them, 
left by long lost family members. 

The silence that followed us around on 
our trip to the two concentration camps 
became deafening when we arrived at the 
gas chamber and crematorium, where the 
majority of the people who died at 
Auschwitz were murdered, in the false 
hope of a warm shower. 

At the end of the day we had a closing 
ceremony where we were spoken to by 
Rabbi Barrie Marcus. We prayed and lit 
candles for everyone who lost their lives 
at Auschwitz, and we reflected on what we 
had seen and learned that day, by having a 
minute’s silence. 

If we were silent for a minute to remem¬ 
ber each Jew who died in Auschwitz, we 
would have been there for three years.

Child neglect: mum was drunk 


TWO young children had to help their 
drunken mother home after she had con¬ 
sumed nearly a bottle of wine, Cardiff 
Crown Court has been told. 

The boy and girl had found their mother “really 
drunk” and were frightened because she kept falling 
on the way to their house, said prosecutor David 
Thomas. 

The woman had been convicted by Vale magis¬ 
trates of two charges of child neglect and had been 
committed to Cardiff Crown Court for sentence. 

Mr Thomas said that on January 24, at about 
8pm, the police went to the children’s home because 
of concern for them. 

Both said their mother had been drinking and 
both were very distressed, and the police were told 
that she had been verbally abusive and told them 
she hated them. 

The two were immediately taken to a place of 
safety and she was arrested. 

The children said they had got her home with dif¬ 
ficulty and eventually got her to bed. One of them 
said he could not “put up with any more”. 

The woman admitted being drunk after drinking 
white wine, adding that her neglect was “an error of 
judgement”. 

She was said to have two previous convictions 
for child neglect. 

Sentence was adjourned until May 12 for a fur¬ 
ther social services report. She was granted bail. 

Recorder Elwen Evans said the view of the social 
services might have an impact on the approach 
towards sentencing. 

“At the forefront of the mind of the court is the 
welfare of the children,” she said. 

Custody, she pointed out, was a possibility. 

Pontycymer dealer jailed 

A PONTYCYMER drugs dealer has 
been jailed for four years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Dwain Joyce, 27, admitted 10 charges involving 
supplying amphetamine, possessing cocaine, and 
possessing amphetamine with intent to supply. 

Recorder Elwen Evans said: “These are, of 
course, serious offences.” 


She described amphetamine as “a very nasty 
drug indeed” and added: “It is accepted that you 
must receive a very significant term of imprison¬ 
ment.” 

He was said to have previous convictions for 
causing grievous bodily harm, burglary, and pos¬ 
sessing drugs with intent to supply. 

Prosecutor Richard Evans said that on January 
15, drugs squad officers searched the home of Joyce 
and found a quantity of drugs, a set of scales, cut¬ 
ting agents, and a spoon containing a mixture of 
cocaine and amphetamine. 

Joyce was found at the home of his girlfriend 
where he had amphetamine on him. 

He was arrested and admitted using drugs and 
supplying them. 

Mr Evans said he was released on bail, but a 
week later he was stopped in a car in King Edward 
Street, Blaengarw, and had on him cocaine and 
amphetamine worth £350. 

Mr Evans said: “He is a regular, fairly low-level 
local supplier.” 

His counsel, Andrew Taylor, said he began drugs 
dealing when he started taMng drugs hinself. 

He said huge quantities were not involved, his 
life-style was not extravagant, he supplied only to 
people he knew, and did not go out corrupting 
youngsters. 

He pointed out that Joyce was not unintelligent 
and not without ambition. 

Case adjourned 
A FORMER auxiliary nurse has 
appeared at Cardiff Crown Court 
accused of spiking a teenage girl’s drink 
with intent to have sex. 

Michael Andresen (37) of Barry, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of administering a substance with intent 
to engage in sexual activity with a teenage girl. 

He also admitted six further charges involving 
making indecent photographs of a child, possessing 
indecent photographs of a child, and possessing 
extreme pornographic images. 

The case was adjourned for a week and 
Andresen, who had been on bail, was remanded in 
custody.

A BETTER-THAN-EXPECTED EVENING! 


T he last few 
years haven’t 
been perhaps 
as kind to Steve 
Carrell as you 
would have hoped. 

While he has main¬ 
tained quality levels on 
television with his role 
as Michael Scott in 
American TV’s version 
of The Ojfice, Carrell’s 
big screen career, burn¬ 
ing so brightly after the 
likes of Anchorman and 
The Forty Year Old 
Virgin, has become 
something more resem¬ 
bling dying embers. 

Neither Evan 
Almighty, Dan in Real 
Life nor Get Smart lit up 
box offices, and much 


like sometime cohort 
Will Ferrell, Carrell is 
seemingly at the cross¬ 
roads career-wise. 

His latest film sees 
him stick to the comedy, 
as he co-stars with Tina 
Fey in Date Night. 
Carrell and Fey play 
Phil and Claire Foster, a 
married couple whose 
only concession to each 
other amidst work and 
children is their weekly 
date night. However, 
when their friends 
reveal that they are 
splitting up, the pair 
decide to push the boat 
out for their weekly 
night and go to an 
upmarket New York 
restaurant. 

But their night goes 


far from planned when a 
table reservation mix-up 
and a case of mistaken 
identity puts them in the 
sights of two corrupt 
police officers 
(Common and Jimmi 
Simpson) and a mob 
boss (Ray Liotta) intent 
on hunting the couple 
down... 

Despite Steve 
Carrell’s run of poor 
form of late, the actor is 
still a fine comedian 
and, teamed with Tina 
Fey, whose comedy 
writing ability is second 
to none, meant that 
Date Night had the pos¬ 
sibility of being more 
than the middle-of-the- 
road comedy suggested 
on the tin. 


This is partly true, for 
while Date Night runs 
the gamut of being a 
comedy veering ever so 
slightly cartoon-like, the 
presence and perform¬ 
ances from Carrell and 
Fey, plus a few superb 
cameos, make it one 
that has more than its 
fair share of moments. 

The main attraction 
for the film is the 
opportunity to see both 
Carrell and Fey working 
their comedy muscles, 
and the pairing pays 
huge dividends. 

While both perform¬ 
ers offer up very funny 
turns, they also ground 
their characters in the 
reality of the situation 
they are in. 


Beaten down from 
long hours at work and 
the stresses of family, 
they are a couple whose 
only salvation from the 
grind is the opportunity 
to spend time with each 
other, no matter how 
staid that time is, and 
both actors bring the 
characters to life well, 
capturing the easy 
chemistry, yet with a 
slight undercurrent of 
resentment, you would 
expect from such a cou¬ 
ple. 

But neither actor is 
aiming for the Oscars 
with their performance, 
and it is the comedy that 
stands out more than 
anything. With both 
having improvisation 


backgrounds, they 
seemingly relish being 
given the opportunity to 
be let off the leash a lit¬ 
tle and it comes across 
in their turns. 

While the material is 
a touch on the safer side 
(see the credits for some 
of the more ‘out-there’, 
yet funnier, quips from 
the two of them) they 
deliver them with 
enough relish that you 
can’t help but be enter¬ 
tained. 

Fey’s is the more 
impressive of the two, 
purely by product of her 
lower profile in compar¬ 
ison to her co-star. It is 
a game turn by the 
actress, one that hope¬ 
fully will raise her pro¬ 


file and draw audiences 
in to watch her sitcom, 
30 Rock, which is seem¬ 
ingly sadly neglected on 
these shores. 

While the film pretty 
much rests on the shoul¬ 
ders of its leads, the 
support turns, while 
none of them substan¬ 
tial, all add to the come¬ 
dy on show, particularly 
Mark Wahlberg’s turn as 
a security expert the 
couple turn to for help. 

With an aversion to 
wearing a shirt, 
Wahlberg shows a light¬ 
ness of touch and a taste 
for the comedic that 
bodes well for his team- 
up with Will Ferrell, 

The Other Guys, later in 
the year. In fact, 
Wahlberg is better here 
in his 10 minutes or so 
of screentime than he 
was in Max Payne and 
The Happening com¬ 
bined; food for thought 
for the actor. 

With Common and 
Jimmi Simpson playing 
the dirty cops to type, 
William Fichtner is 
good value as a District 
Attorney with a broom 
to, literally, sweep the 
crime from the streets, 
Ray Liotta, once you 
get over how old he 
looks, plays the stereo¬ 
typical mob boss well, 
while a one-scene 
cameo from Mila Kunis 
and James Franco 
shows the latter’s 
comedic abilities off 
superbly well. 

The script from Josh 
Klausner (Shrek The 
Third) takes a somewhat 
hackneyed premise, but 
puts it through fresh 
eyes (anyone who has 
seen Martin Scorsese’s 
After Hours will feel on 
familiar ground), while 
similarly giving the per¬ 
formers enough frame¬ 
work to work with. 

The story may lack 
any real hint of surprise 
or originality, but it 
doesn’t labour too much 
on the details; the story 
is there to service the 
comedy, not the other 
way round. 

The weakest link in 
the chain is the direc¬ 
tion from Shawn Levy. 
Hollywood has pro¬ 
duced plenty of what 
you could term ‘style¬ 
less’ directors over the 
years - Brett Ratner 
{Rush Hour) is one 
name that springs to 
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mind - where their style 
is anonymous and they 
are little more than a 
safe pair of hands to 
deal with big money 
films, offering little in 
the way of flair or style. 

Levy is another of 
these directors, and 
despite having helmed 
the likes of the Night At 
The Museum franchise 
and The Pink Panther 
remake (no excuses 
there I’m afraid), there 
is still no signature to 
his work. Certainly he 
marshals a couple of 
funny set-pieces, one 
involving the slowest 
boat escape ever on 
film, another involving 
a taxi being stuck to tfc 
front of a speeding car, 
but Levy offers nothing 
special or notable. 

You could argue that 
sums up Date Night to a 
degree; there is little 
originality or flair to 
proceedings. But that 
would do a disservice to 
the comedy stylings of 
Steve Carrell and Tina 
Fey, who lift the materi¬ 
al, and subsequently the 
film, beyond its level; 
the pair deserve the 
plaudits for making this 
Date Night one to 
remember. 

VERDICT-A run- 
of-the-mill comedy that 
is enlivened consider¬ 
ably by the turns of 
Steve Carrell and Tina 
Fey, Date Night is a 
film well worth watch¬ 
ing mainly for their per¬ 
formances. 

Bringing their 
comedic sensibilities to 
a film which, without 
them, would feel bland 
and uninspiring, the pair 
are the highlight of the 
piece and make it well 
worth your time.

LOCAL pupils and schools will take encourage¬ 
ment from performances at the first track and 
field fixture of the summer term - the Cardiff 
and the Vale of Glamorgan Schools’ Senior Cup 
Final. 

The event, traditionally the season opener, pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for pupils in years 11 to 14 to 
compete in a team competition for their school or 
college and set a mark which, hopefully, might set 
them on the road for selection for the Cardiff and 
the Vale team for the Aviva Welsh Schools’ 

National championships, which, this year, will 
return to Brecon on July 3. 

In dry, sunny conditions, sadly with a headwind 
for the sprinters and hurdlers. Vale athletes won 15 
of the 26 individual events. 

Four new Cup bests were set, with three of them 
representing Vale schools or colleges. 

In the girls’ competition, Ayla Phillips, this time 
representing Barry College having moved from 
Llantwit Comprehensive, won the shot for the third 
year, with her best put of 10.29 metres, adding 10 
centimetres to the previous mark, which she set last 
year. 

A second new best came in the 1,500 metres, 
with St Cyres year-11 shaving 0.7 of a second off 
the 5:01.0 timing set in 2001 by Helen Tucker 
(Llantwit), who has, more recently, made her mark 
in the world of triathlon. 

On the boys’ side, the increasingly impressive 
Curtis Matthews, now in his final year at Barry 
Comprehensive, claimed wins in the high and long 
jump competitions and shared second place in the 
100 metres. His name will remain in the list of best 
performances for his 1.86, adding three centimetres 
to the height cleared by Simon Drane (Llanishen) 
in 2002. 

Other Vale winners were James Wiltshire (200) 
and Ben Harding (shot) from St Cyres, the Stanwell 
duo of Tom Phillips (400) and Owen Haswell 
(1,500), Ruby Miller (800) and Scott He wins 
(javelin) from Llantwit, Sian Balchin (Kings 
Monkton, javelin), Bryn Hafren year-11 Tillie 
Carter (long jump), and two Bro Morgannwg pupils 
- Lisa Williams (discus) and double winner Elinor 
Lewis (80m hurdles and triple jump). 

Last year, Bro Morgannwg won both team com¬ 
petitions. They produced another strong team effort 
this year with mixed results, the girls retaining the 
trophy with a margin of 12 points over seconT 
placed Cardiff High, while the north Cardiff school 
extracted revenge by claiming the boys’ trophy.
